TEACHERS 


RESOLUTIONS FOR CORK 
CONGRESS 


The annual Congress of the Irish Nationa! 
Teachers’ Association will be held in Cork 
from March 20th to April 2nd. The agenda 
includes a number of important resolutions, 
the most interesting of these, from the point 
of view of the general public, being those 
dealing with salaries, qualification in Irish, 
inspection and school attendance. 

Recently there has been a great deal of 
quiet criticism of the way in which the 
School Attendance Act seems to be ignored 
by some parents, and one of the resolutions 
asks that this Jaw should be more effectively 
enforced. Others scek to raise the school- 
leaving age from 14 to 16 years and to make 
children of three years eligible for enrolment, 
as formerly. 

A motion in the name of the Central 
Executive Committee ‘‘ demands that all Irish 
primary teachers be paid the scale of salaries 
embodied in the 1920 arbitration award.” ; 
another “‘demands that the official regula- 
tions governing the retention of teachers, both 
in the Saorstat and in Northern Ireland, be 
so altered as to ensure full security of tenure 
for all teachers. and that no teacher's salary 
should suffer in consequence of a declining 
attendance.”’ 

It is generally known that there is wide- 
spread discontent ainong national schoo: 
teachers in the Irish Free State on account 
of the present system of inspection. The 
setting up of a representative commission to 
inquire publicly into the workipg of the 
manner of inspection and ta suggest a new 
system which would ensure harmonious 
relations between teachers and inspectors is 
demanded in a Dublin resolution. Other 
branches ask for a Government commissiun 
to inquire into the working of the Primary 
Education Department in all its phases. 

There are four resolutions on the subject of 
pensions—demanding (a) pension terms 
equivalent to those applicable’ to civil 
servants; (b) pensions calculated on the un- 
reduced salary, pending the restoration of 
cuts; ‘c) that teachers should be eligible for 
voluntary retirement after thirty years’ ser- 
vice, and {d) that service in Great Britain 
or Northern Ireland by teachers now em- 
ployed in the Free State should in all cases 
count for pension purposes. 

it will he proposed that teachers other- 
wise eligible for merements should not he 
debarred from receiving same on the ground 
of failure to obtain an Irish certificate. 

Parents will be interested in the fate of 
the motions which aim at the whole cost of 
erection, equipment, :epair and :maintenance 
(including heating and cleaning) of schools 
being met out of public funds; at the provi- 
ston of playing fields and an adequate supply 
of pure water; at books and requisites being 
supplied free to necessitous whildren, and at 
radio sets being supplied to each school so 
that all chiidren may benefit from the pre- 
sent educational broadcasts. 

There is an echo of the recent school strike 
in the West in a resolution from Achill— 
“That pressure be brought to bear on the 
responsible authorities to have the School 
Meals (Gaeltacht) Act operated in accord- 
ance with the terms and conditions set out 
in the statute "'

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A SUGGESTION 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sir,—During the week-end I read the 
speeches made at the Ard-Fheis of the Fine 
Gael Party and the reply thereto by the 
Minister for Agriculture, 

I also read the report of the first national 
convention of the National Association of the 
old I.R.A., and therein I find a reierence 
te ‘‘the imminence of a world war,” a sub- 
ject not dealt with by either Fianna Fail or 
Fine Gael. 

I take it that a world war is considered to 
be imminent by reason of the unsettled state 
of Europe, and that the huge British arma- 
ment programme is positive evidence of. the 
tisk of war. 

Assuming then that war is inevitable, one 
is bound to ask what steps are being taken, 
or will be taken, in the Saorstat to ‘provide 
protection against attack from land, air and 
sea’? | One is also prompted to inquire if re- 
gard is being had to the country s needs in 
the shape of food, petrol, oils, chemicals, 
raw materials. etc., in time of war. 

In some quarters it is held that the British 
armament programme is in itself sufficient to| 
ensure world peace, while elsewhere the 
opinion is that it increases the risk of war, 
inasmuch as its purpose is likely to be 
misunderstood. 

At any rate, a state of emergency exists 
and most European countries are leaving 
nothing to chance. 

The new Saorstat Government to be 
elected this year will have to consolidate the 
position achieved in the industrial field and 
to maintain the wheat, beet, turf, tobacco 
and other schemes, but its most difficult task 
may be to make provision for a situation 
created by war. That Government must, 
therefore, be strong and have the unanimous 
support of the people., 

Consequently 1 feel that the new Executive 
Council should comprise the most able men 
of all parties and that additional Cabinet 
posts should be created to deal with a war 
or neutrality position. 

I am not in politics, but I must admit that 
[ have been greatly impressed by the peace- 
ful conditions that have obtained in the 
Saorstat since Mr. de Valera’s accession to 
power, by his handling of the delicate situa- 
tion which arose consequent upon the abdi- 
cation of King Edward, and by his dignified 
attitude at Geneva on world peace. It is 
unnecessary for me to mention the achieve- 
ments of the other Ministers of State, par- 
ticularly the Minister for Industry and Com- 
merce—these are well known. 

Il am not unmindful, however, of the last- 
ing service that Mr. Cosgrave has rendered 
to his country in paving the way for the 
achievements of his successors. Other states- 
men of sterling worth are Mr. McGilligan, 
Mr. Blythe and General Muleahy. These 
are men whom we could not afford to do 
vithout in a time of national emergency, and 
[ am sure that there are many people, like 
myself, who would like to see them serving 
once more under their former leader, Mr. de 
Valera. 

An Executive Council comprising the pre- 
sent Ministers, some of the ex-Ministers and 
representatives of Labour would be in a 
strong position to deal with a situation 
created. by a European war. and also to make 
contact with the Northern Government by 
the establishment in the first instance of, say, 
an All-Ireland Council, 

There are many other matters relative to 
the defence of the Saorstat which could be 
mentioned, and the desirability of co- 


operation between the British War Office and 
Admiralty and our General Staff is not the 
least among them—that co-operation, I take 
it, would be necessary even if we were to 
decide on a policy of neutrality. 

I have mentioned ‘neutrality’? several 
times, but when I realise that the U.S.A. 
could not keep aloof from the last war 1 
doubt very much our ability to keep out of 
the next, particularly in view of our geo- 
graphical position. 

In conchae let me express the hope that 
my letter will not have the effect of 4 harmed 
the public mind. It is necessary, however, 
that there should be a state of preparedness 
on some such lines as | have suggested.—

A FIREBALL 


TO TUF EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—A brilhant fireball was seen from 
places in the South cf England on Sunday 
evening Jast, March 21st, at two minutes 
past seven. 

It seems likely from the position of ita 
track in the sky that this object may have 
been observed nearly overhead from the 
South, and possibly in the South-Western 
sky from the North, of Ireland. The fireball 
Jeft a luminous trail behind it, which broke 
up with a swirling motion and drifted off 
rapidly in a northerly direction,. finally fad- 
ing out some eight minutes after the passage 
of the meteor. Observations of this object 
will he of considerable value for the j:urpose 
of working out its height and direction of 
travel; observers should state particularly the 
position in the sky of the beginning and end 
of the track by the points of the compass, 
or, better still, with reference to any stars 
which may have been visible in the twilight 
at the trme. The length of the track and the 
subsequent behaviour of the luminous trail 
should also be given. 

I shall be very glad to receive any indepen- 
dent accounts of this rare type of fireball, 
and will communicate them to the Meteor 
Section of the British Astronomical Associa- 
tiou.—Yours, etc.,

Amateur Boxers’ Weight Difficulty 


Ireland’s continual success in boxing 
tests against the continental countries over 
several years has invested their forthcom- 
ing. visit to Milan for the European 
Championships with considerable interest ; 
for owing to the athletics dispute they 
were unable to take part in the Olympic 
Games’Tournament at Berlin last vear; 


for, from our viewpoint, the European 
event gains added importance. Titles will 
be almost as difficult to win in Milan as 
they were in Berlin; for luck plays an 
important part when continental judges 
are apt to be so erratic in their decisions. 
It is, I fear, going to be extremely difficult 
to put our strongest team into the ring; 
for the system at these championships 
means that every boxer must weight-in 
every morning—that is, on three or four 
days in succession. In order to make sure 
of not going over the limit under strange 
conditions, each boxer must be at least 
three or four pounds inside his weight, 
and some of our best men may be hard 
pressed, or even find it impossible to have 
such a margin in hand. One, at any rate, 
has already decided that he cannot do it, 
P. Connolly, who has such a great record 
in international competitions. He finds 
difficulty in keeping down to fly-weight re- 
quirements, and could not do so over three 
or four days in Italy. It behoves the 
others who have European title aspira- 
tions to look to their weight in good time 
before the team sets out. 


Singular Coincidence 


Does the province represented by the 
Irish hockey president affect the chances 
of Ireland for the Triple Crown?

Leinster, Ulster, and Connaught 
had representatives in the chair the follow- 
ing years, but each year Ireland just 
missed victory. This vear (1937) Ireland 
again won the Triple Crown, and, singular 
to relate, a Munster man, A. G. Fitt, is 
president.

TRADE WITH GERMANY 


After Great Britain, the Free State's 
largest purchaser was Germany, to which 
this country sold goods te the value of 
£54,309, as compared with £33,904 in Feb- 
rnary, 1936. Imports from Germany dropped 
from £115,823 to £97,378. ‘The improved 
position of trade relations with Germany is 
a result of the latest trade agreement be- 
tween the two countries. ; 

Imports from Argentina were more than 
doubled as compared with January, and 
nearly quadrupled as compared with February 
of 1936. The figures are :—£57,604 (Febru- 
ary, 1956); £102,980 (January, 1937), and 
£208, (February, 1937). The rapid rise 
is due to the increased importation of 
Argentina maize into this country, as a result 
of the Government's admixture scheme. 
Although exports to Argentina did increase 
ever the corresponding period of last year, 
the value of the Free State’s total export to 
that country last month was only £8,507, 

The Spanish civil war is responsible for a 
decreased trade with Spain. In February, 
1936, the value of this country’s imports frem 
Spain stood at the figure of £40,382. Last 
month it had dropped to £18,460. Exports to 
Spain fell from £1,003 to £768 during the 
same period, 


THE UNITED STATES 


Imports from the United States of America 
fell by more than 50 per cent. Last year this 
ceuntry’s February umports from the United 
States amounted to £376,210, but last month 
the figure fell to £156,476. Exports to the 
United States stood at virtually the same 
figure—in or about £24,000. 
Imports from the Commonwealth of Ans- 
tralia also fel) by more than a half. The 
figure stood at £97,603 in February of 1936, 
but was only £42,418 last month. Exports 
fell from £1,311 to £645. 
On the other hand, imports from Palestine 
rose during the ‘same period from £6,481 to 
£22,974. E 
Algerian imports fell from £10,094 to the 
almost negligible figure of £145. 
Advertisements for Danish butter which 
appeared in Dublin shops recently may, 
perhaps, be explained by the fact that this 
country’s imports from Denmark rose from 
£12,282 to £59,681. Experts to the same 
country rose from £270 to £1,519. 
Imports from Dutch East Indies doubled 
the figure of £22,911, at which they stood 
in February last. Exports remained virtually 
at the same figure. 
Japanese goods- to the total value of 

,907, an increase of £16,124, were imported 
last month, and imports from Poland (in- 
cluding Danzig) rose from £11,717 to £36,444. 
Those from Switzerland fell from £17,806 to 
£5,786. A decline in imports from Dutch 
West Indies of from £60,965 to £22,270 is alse 
shown. 

Total imports from ‘‘ other countries ” rose 
from £31,219 to £59,970, the export figures 
remaining just about the same. 


TWO MONTHS’ PERIOD 


For the two months January-February, 
1937, total imports were £6,215,074, compared 
with £6,064,323 in January-February, 1936. 
Export figures were £2,995,493 (1937) and 
£2,996,077 (1936). 

For the same two months imports from 
Australia fell from £238,579 to £90,296, while 
exports also fell from £2808 to £1,537 
Danish imports rose from £25,438 to £76,596. 

The classified list of imports into the Free 
State shows that there was no appreciable 
difference in trade with live animals, although 
the remission of the British tariff on horses 
may be responsible for the rise in the figures 
relating to horses from £20,638 for January- 
February, 1936, to £25,149 in January-Feb 
ruary, 1937. : 

Imports of food. drink and tobacco rose 
frem £75,153 to £85,820 for the same two 
months, while imports of cereals and-feeding 
stuffs rose from £543,229 to £712,155. Com- 
paring last month with February, 1936, there 
was an increase in the latter group from 
£253,944 to £439,513. Imports of maize aud 
barley are mainly responsible for the increase. 
he value of maize imports last month was 
£173.794, as compared with £50,387 in the 
corresponding month last year, while barley 
figures were £5,470 (1936), £19,749. 

The Spanish civil war is again-reealled by 
the drop in onion imports from £6,687 in 
February, 1936, to £3,512 last month.

MAJOR McKINNEY'S 
LECTURE 


“Bréamha an Chinid Daonna” was the 
tithe of a lecture to the members of Cumann 
Caedhealach ua h-Eireann on the 19th inst. by 
Major McKinney, Director of Medical Ser- 
vices. By way of introduction the lecturer 
described the formation of igneous and sedi- 
mentary rocks and the deposition of fossils. 
Having dealt with the well-known earliest 
fossil human remains—Java, Heidelberg and 
Piltdown—he described the remains of early 
aleolithic man, recently discovered in 
2hodesia and China, and the circumstances 
that led to their discovery. The Ice Age, 
Neanderthal man, Aurignacean and later 
men, with associated fauna and cultural re- 
mains, were then dealt with. 

The leeturer pointed out that the theory 
of human evolution is based on inference 
from collateral facts in geology and com- 


parative anatomy, and not on direct proofs 
supplied by these sciences, and that, m so far 
as the record of the rocks has been read, the 
question is still an open one. 

The lecture was illustrated with lantern, 
slides. A reference of special interest to an, 
Irish audience was supplied by the picture 
of an ancient peat skull, now im the collec- 
tion in University College, Dublin, with the 
finding of which the lecturer had been, 
associated. 

The following spoke to the paper :—Pro- 
fessor Liam OBriain, Liam Gogan, An 
Seabhac, Professor Tomas O Laoi and Pro- 
fessor 8. Pigdid, who presided,

in the avoilance of traffic accidents 
was one of the points in an address on 
* The Real Aim of Street Lighting,” de 
livered by Dr. §&. English, D.Sc., F.LC., 
F.Inst.P., before the Dublin centre of the 
filuminating Engineering Society last night. 
One frequently read in the reports of 
Coroners’ Courts, said Dr. English, that 
better lighting was necessary along roads 
where fatel aecidents had occurred, Such re- 
commendations usually were taken seriously, 
but they indicated that the local authority 
was not altogether free from blame, and that 
it had not foreseen that the modern in- 
creased use of roads during night time re- 
quired far better lighting than sufficed for 
the pedestrian and somewhat infrequent and 
slow horse-drawn traffic of thirty years ago. 
Tlumipating engiucers had kept pace with 
the need for very mach improved street 
lighting. and during the last few years the 
technical advances made had been little short. 
af revolutionary.

OTHER PEOPLE’S VIEWS 


In plain language, suid the speaker, the 
real aim of street lighting was to enable 
road users, whether motorists, cyclists or 
pedestrians, to see clearly whatever they re- 
quired to see, more particularly obstacles 
and cireumstances that might lead te 
danger. Such, a statement might seem ob- 
vious, but it did appear to be necessary to 
bring some specialists down to earth and to 
get them to realise that there was something 
in the points of view held by other people 
regarding the means by which good street 
lighting ma.” be achieved. 

Dr ‘English emphasised that the pedes- 
trian must be considered as well as the 
motorist. The pedestrian needed to see 
peeple and things generally at a relatively 
close range, so that the brightness of the 
road a quarter of a mile away was 
of little interest to him. The _ motorist 
also required to see clearly and quickly 
in the near. neighbourhood of his 
ear. Many more accidents occurred ag 
the result of pedestrians stepping off 
pavements immediately in front of a car, or 
as the result of cyclists coming out of side 
streets or roads just as a car reached them, 
than were due to the fact that the motorist 
was unable to see something on the road a 
quarter of a mile ahead. 


CINDERELLA OF SERVICES 


In some cities and towns; Dr. English went 
on, street lighting appeared to be the 
Oinderella of public services, and the authori- 
ties responsible regarded as waste any money 
spent above that necessary to produce 
sufficiently poor lighting to enable pedestrians 
to grope their way about. Roads were now 
being used during the hours of darkness by 
motor cars, "buses and lorries to an extent 
formerly undreamed of, and anything that 
could be done to help this traffie to avoid 
accidents was doubly welcome.

An Angry Autocrat 


Signor Mussolini is in a bad temper 
again. Equanimity never was his strong 
point; and the world has grown accustomed 
to his frequent outbursts of splenetic 
frenzy ; but there is a danger that one day 
somebody may begin to take him seriously, 
in which event he will find himself in an 
exceedingly awkward position. It is not 
dificult to understand his anger on this 
occasion. He had just come back from a 
triumphal tour of Libya, where he had 
been strutting about among the Moslems, 
posing as Islam’s champion; and on his 
arrival in Italy he learnt of the rather 
unfortunate experiences of his. expedi- 
tionary force outside Madrid. Probably 
he felt that he must take it out of some- 
body, so he decided, as usual, to vent his 
spleen on the British Empire. Signor 
Mussolini spoke from the Palazzo Venezia 
in Rome, where the eighteenth anniversary 
of the founding of the éx-soldiers’ Fasci 
was being celebrated: According to 
Reuter, he spoke “in a harsh, rasping 
voice ”; and his repeated “' lashes”’ at 
Great Britain were greeted with wild 
applause by the Roman mob. The precise 
gravamen of his charges against the 
British is not easy to discover. Apparently 
the English newspapers have been annoy- 
ing him; but he did not deign to say in 
what respect they had offended. He seems 
to have forgotten the fact that Signor 
Gayda, his own mouthpiece in the Popolo 
d’Italia, has been conducting a campaign 
of bitter propaganda against Great Britain 
for many months, and, indeed, that the 
whole tone of the Italian Press of late has 
been distinctly hostile to British interests. 
Like all men of his ilk, Signor Mussolini 
is remarkably “touchy.” Being free 
from all criticism in his own country, he 
cannot understand why his words and 
actions do not find favour everywhere else ; 
and, when he speaks of the “ inundation of 
turgid ink ’’ which is afflicting the English 
Press, allowances must be made for the 
violence of his language. It is pretty 
Fanny's way. The truth is that Signor 
Mussolini does not like the British. In 
common with his prototype, Napoleon, he 
regards them as a nation of shopkeepers, 
who are unworthy of comparison with the 
descendants of the Cwsars. If they, only 
would appreciate the glories of Fascisin 
all would be well. | 

From the necessarily incomplete reports 
of his speech that have reached us we 
gather that the Duce was in particularly 
good fighting trim yesterday. Not only 
did he castigate the British newspapers ; 
he also had a few words to say about the 


Anglican clergy, whose oratory he 
described as ‘‘hysterical and  hypo- 
critical,” We do not know exactly what 


was in his mind at the time, but presume 
that he was thinking of certain. references 
to his massacre of helpless Abyssinians 
after the recent attempt on the life of 
Marshal Graziani, and the peculiarly 
indecent execution of that dgughty warrior, 
Ras Desta.

hardly is likely to be disturbed by his 
strictures. It is difficult to believe that a 
responsible statesman, who, after all, has 
great qualities of leadership, should forget 
himself so far as to rant and rave in such 
a foolish manner. He contrasted the 
“indisputable loyalty’’ of the Italians 
with the .bad. faith “ of.others,’’ whose 
“ blind hatred ’’ again was opposed to the 
“impetuous, overwhelming breath of 
Italian truth.”

Is Signor Mussolini heading towards 
war? The question is not easy to answer. 
When he started his campaign against the 
Abyssinians he announced that once Italy 
should have conquered Ethiopia she would 
regard herself as one of the satisfied 
Powers, and would have no further terri- 
torial ambitions anywhere. When the war 
was over he made a like declaration, 
adding that Italy now was ready to join 
with the other European nations in their. 
search for peace. Since that time, how- 
ever, the Duce’s actions hardly have been 


consistent with his former words. He has 


not ceased to glorify war. He has boasted 
time and again of Italy’s “ preparedness,”’ 
and has tried to establish himself as 
master ‘of the Mediterranean, Indeed, his 
arrogant attitude here has been one of the 
chief causes of Britain’s decision to re- 
arm. His conduct in respect of the civil 
war in Spain has been extremely provo- 
cative. Nobody now believes that the 
Italian troops in the Peninsula are 
volunteers in any sense of the word. 
Prisoners have admitted that they are 
members of Italy’s regular army who 
believed that they were being sent to 
North Africa when they left for Spain. 
The non-intervention agreement has been 
virtually ignored by Signor Mussolini; 
and it is understood that his hurried 
return from Libya was a result of the rout 
of his legions on the Guadalajara front 
last week. During his African visit he 
made no secret of his desire to wean the 
Moslems from their attachment to Great 
Britain. He received deputations from 
Egypt, and assured them of his undying 
determination to safeguard the interests 
of the Mussulman faith, thereby creating 
the impression, rightly or wrongly, that 
Italy proposed to play a more important 
part in the North Africa of the future. 
The great road that has been built in 
Libya obviously is for strategic purposes ; 
it could have no other conceivable use; 
and there cannot be the smallest doubt 
that ultimately his preparations are 
directed against the British Empire. 
Possibly he will see the error of his ways 
before it is too late. His violent friend- 
ship with the Germans is beginning to 
cool off, largely because Herr Hitler has 
his-own ideas about the next war, and 
they do not coincide entirely with those of 
Signor Mussolini. Single-handed he could 
not hope to challenge any European 
Power; in this fact lies Europe’s main 


hope of peace.

The National Language 


‘Northern Ireland nas deplorably sanc 
views on a multitude of things, but is not 
gifted in the art of putting them into 
delicate language. Recently Mr. J. H. 
Robb, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Education, threw the Gaelic 
dovecotes into a flutter with the remark 
that Irish was a foreign language in the 
six counties. Yesterday he repeated his 
statement in the Northern House of 
Commons in answer to a question by that 
doughty Nationalist member, Mr. T. J. 
Campbell. We do not suppose that any- 
body will take Mr. Robb’s opinion too 
seriously—least of all in the Free State, 
where everybody has been treating Irish 
as a foreign language since the campaign 
for its revival first received Government 
There 
was a time, indeed, when the study and 
use of Irish were not merely a sign of 
nationalist fervour, but actually played 
a large part in the building up of 
nationalist feeling; but that time is past. 
Nowadays the tongue of the Gael is a 
tiresome addition to the schoolboy’s task. 
The citizen who is splashed by a passing 
motor car replies with an English 
expletive; he may have spent seven or 
eight or nine years in the study of Gaelic 
at national and secondary school, but he 
employs English for the humdrum purposes 
of abusing his wife or calling for a drink ; 
and, even if he visits a Gaelic play for 
the good of his soul, he follows it up with 
a visit to a music-hall show in English 
for the sake of entertainment. In point 
of fact, everybody, or almost everybody, 
looks upon Irish as a foreign language. 
The schoolboy learns it exactly as he 
learns French or German, It is rather 
more useful to him, inasmuch as he cannot 
win exhibitions without Irish, whereas he 
can win them without French or German ; 
but he devotes no greater affection to the 
Irish tongue than to the others, and 
forgets what he has learned of it just 
as rapidly. To talk about Irish as the 
national language of this country is much 
the same as to talk about Cherokee as the 
national language of the United States. 
The national language of a country is 
the language which its people habitually 
use, and have used since their birth; and 
by that self evident canon the national 
language of this country is English. There 
would be less reason for worry about “the 
efforts of successive Free State Govern- 
ments to Gaelicise the country if they had 
a greater prospect of success, and if they 
had not been responsible already for the 
wastage of some twenty millions of pounds 
and perhaps twice as many words which 
raight have been directed to genuinely 
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| Congress. While the Congressmen wrangle 
about terms the American business man is | 


discovering that the tentacles of Europe 
have a longer reach than he had believed 
possible. The United States is facing a 
financial boom similar in many respects 
to that of 1929, and it is realised that 
some of the stimulating factors of the 
boom are outside the control of any 
individual nation. Isolated action by the 


| United States, it is believed, will be hope- 


lessly ineffective; and no political action 
by Congress can prove sufficiently powerful 
to lessen the impact of Europe. Conse- 
quently, both the White House and Wall 
street regard Europe with troubled eyes: 
President Roosevelt hoping for some 
measure that will avert war, and financial 
interests hoping that European - re- 
armaments will not send commodity prices 
to hitherto unmeasured heights. Price 


inflation is the immediate danger against 


which the Government and financiers of 
the United States must guard them- 
selves; but price inflation is an insidious 
business, which usually makes its presence 
felt before its coming has been realised. 
The Secretary for Commerce in Mr. Roose- 
velt’s Cabinet may issue commands that 
industry must prevent price inflation ; 
what he cannot do is to ensure that his 
commands are obeyed. So insistent are 
the orders flowing in from troubled Europe 
that American mantfacturers, emerging as 
they are fiom a long period of depression, 
find the new demand for their goods rather 
like an irrigation system in the desert. 
Faced with the difficulties of economics, it 
is natural that the United States Govern. 
ment should turn to political action for 
remedies and solvents, and the President 
is believed to be considering a new move 
towards the easement of the European 
A conference on the lines of the 
Pan-American Peace Conference is sug- 
gested in some quarters, while in others 
it is believed the United States will not 
take the initiative, but will back any 
European movement in that direction. 
Whatever may be the direction in which 
the President moves ultimately, there. is 
no question about the urgency of some 
movement. The Middle-West may desire 
to be free of European entanglements, but 
economic forces are stronger than Chicago. 


The Absolute Zero 


Some time ago the American humorist 
Mr. James Thurber was moved to remon- 
strate with Miss Gertrude Stein. Miss 
Stein, in her powerfully impressionist 
style, began a stanza of poetry with the 


‘grim announcement: “‘ Pigeons on the 


grass, alas ”; but Mr. Thurber could see 
nothing grim about it at all. He said— 
hotly—that pigeons were never on the 
grass, alas: they were just pigeons, and 
absolutely nothing else. There was no 
alas of any kind about a pigeon ; and any- 
body who could correlate pigeons and alas 
must be mad. Pigeons seemed to Mr. 
Thurber to play as large a part in the 
general scheme of things as a hole in a 
non-existent sock. He said that no bird, 
or animal, or fish, or insect, or human 
being, or anything, could “ play a scene 
so far down ” as a pigeon. His efforts 
to show the unexistence of a pigeon became 
painful in their despairing intensity. We 
recall his travail because a hen has been 
brought to our notice; and we are suffer- 
ing that excruciating sense of vacuum 
which so afflicted Mr. Thurber. The hen 
did a lot. It arrived in the household of 
Signor Vincenzo Massa, of Cerignola, in 
the Province of Bari, on the 28th day of the 
past month of January. At once it began 
to lay eggs virtually without cessation. 
In forty days the Cerignolan hen piled up 
an aggregate of 122 eggs, and on one occa- 
sion it set up an all-time high record with 
one dozen in a day; but this means 
nothing. It means so little that nothing 
is an absurdly concrete term to describe 
the utter, entire and perfect lack of 
significance of the whole thing. Given any 
other bird, or animal, or fish, or human 
being, we would have been stirred to 
eulogise such magnificent reproductive 
rates ; but a hen is a blank. A hen cannot 
change its expression or its complexion 
or its philosophy or its mind; and if 
you say that other creatures have the same 
defects we will not listen, because hens 
are worse than any of them. There is 
nothing to be said for, about, or to a hen; 
and that is that. Pigeons on the grass, 
alas. are an. earthquake, a sirocco and a 
monsoon in comparison with the hen; and 
then they would be scarcely trying.

Government Promotions 


A somewhat amusing argument is taking 
place in Government circles regarding the 
possible magnitude of the changes in the 


Cabinet when Mr. Neville Chamberlain 


succeeds Mr. Baldwin as Prime Minister. 
Some of the older parliamentary hands 
maintain that, in view of the Imperial Con- 
ference, wh zh will begin almost as soon 
as Mr. Chamberlain takes office, he should 
be anxious to retain as many of his 
Ministers as possible in the departments 
with which they have become familiar. On 
the other side, it is pointed out that Mr. 
Chamberlain will have to make some 
changes, and that the longer he waits to 
do so the greater will be the disappoint- 
ment of those who may not be chosen ; and 
it is further suggested that should the 
Prime Minister distribute his offices imme- 
diately on becoming Premier, he wil] 
offend no one by exercising a free choice. 
It may be, however, that some of the 
politicians who are pursuing this line of 
thought hope to have an opportunity for 
promotion themselves. : 


Signor Mussolini s Outburst 


Signor Mussolini seems to be following 
the old practice of foreign statesmen, who, 
when in difficulties at home, attack Britain 
or another country. He is particularly 
angry with the Archbishop of Canterbury 
for his recent speech denouncing the 
atrocities at Addis Ababa, following the 
attempted assassination - of Marshal 
Graziani, and in a speech from his balcon) 
in Rome to-day declared that it had 
become necessary to proclaim that this so- 
called campaign launthed by professional 
pacifists constitutes complications and 
friction, which reveal these pacifists once 
again as the real and dangerous enemies 
of the peace. In diplomatic circles there 
is an impression that Signor Mussolini is 
greatly disturbed over something that has 
not yet been made clear, and also that 
another great strain is about to be placed 
on British-Italian relations. 


Ministers’ Salaries 


The bill introduced into the House of 
Commons to-day relating to the -salaries 
to be paid to Cabinet Ministers has lon. 
been overdue, as in the past many 
Ministers have been penalised financially 
because they were serving the State, It 
has been related frequently that Prime 
Ministers have had to spend freely of 
their private resources to maintain No. 
10 Downing street, with its big staff of 
servants. Income tax has to be paid on 
Ministerial salaries as on any other, and 
in a number of casés super-tax in addition. 
Another point is that the Lord Chancellor 
receives ten thousand pounds per annum 
with quarters at Westminster if he cares 
to make use of them, and many other 
privileges not given to the Prime Minister. 
He has a multiplicity of duties to carry 
out, however, since he is a member of the 
Cabinet, Speaker of the House of Lords.

The Duchess of Bedford 

he Duchess of Bedford, who it is feared 
has come. to serious harm, was the second 
daughter of the Archdeacon '‘l'ribe, otf 
iauore, and married the Duke when he 
was Lord Herbrand Russell in 18838.

It was 
not until she was 62 that the Duchess took 
up flying in earnest, giving as her reason 
that she regarded it as the most ex- 
hilarating of all sports The Duchess was 
a thoroughly efficient airwoman, and quite 
capable of handling a machine, though 
she has often said that she did not wish 
to fly alone. She has had several notable 
adventures, one being a forced landing in 
Africa, when, with her pilot, Captain 


Barnard, she walked miles by torchlight_ 


through a lion-infested bush to reach 
native quarters. Three years ago, while 
flying from the Canaries to Africa, her 
plane was fired on by nomadic Moors, two 
bullets passing through the wings. Once, 
when piloted by a Hungarian sirman, she 
was lost in a snowstorm, but made a suc- 
cessful forced landing near Budapest.

Sir Dawson Bates moved in the Northern |

able local authorities to prevent the disfigure- 
meut of the countryside caused by the indis- 
criminate exhibition of advertisementa, 

At present, he said, local authorities had 
somewhat hmited powers under an Act 
in 1907, by which they could make by-laws 
for regulating the erection of hoardings over 
twelve feet in height. In England the power 
of the local authorities was exten by an 
Act passed m 1925, which did net apply te 
Northern Ireland, 

In the present bill it was proposed to ex- 
tend the control to local authorities over all 
hoardings, whether or not they exceed twelve 
feet in height. It was also proposed to apply 
to Northern Ireland, with some slight exten- 
sion, the powers given to local authorities in 
the English Act of 1925, to prevent the ob- 
struction of a view of rural scenery frem a 
highway, railway or other public place, or 
the destruction of the amenities of any village 
or place of historic or public interest; and 
local authorities would also be enabled te 
prevent the exhibition of advertisements of 
any kind in special areas, but the scheduling 
of such areas would be restricted. 


THE PENALTIES 


It would not be open to local authorities 
to prohibit arbitrarily the exhibition of ad- 
vertisements, and there was the further safe- 
guard that the by-laws hed to be 
approved by the Ministry of Home 
Affairs. The maximum penalty for erecting 
an advertisement which did not comply with 
the by-laws was £5, with a fine of 40s. for 
each day during which the offence continued, 
In order that there might be no hardship it 
was proposed to allow advertisers to continue 
to use existing hoardings for a period of five 
vears, and to require the local authorities to 
pay a reasonable compensation for any loss 
sustagned by reason of any by-law which they 
may make, 

Mr. Crawford (Unionist) said it would be 
a wise thing if local authorities were allowed, 
to prohibit some posters which, he said, were 
against the best interests of the people.

MEETING OF THE D.B.S5.C. 


By a show of hands the members of the 
D.B.8.C. have chosen May 8th as the open- 
ing day of the season . The Committee had 
suggested May 15th, but when it went to a 
vote the earlier date was carried by a large 
majority. All the same, it is very doubtful 
that fitting-out will be sufficiently far ad- 
vanced in early May to justify the date de- 
cided upon. The Water Wags, certainly, will 
be nes the Wag Club having fixed upon 
April 17th as the day upon which racing in 
harbour will commence; but there is a vast 
difference between getting an open sail-boat 
ready and the decked yachts which the 
D.B.8.C, cater for in the main. Thus May 
8th appears to be an over-ambitious choice. 

By the courtesy of the Officers aud Com- 
mitee of the National Y.C., this meeting of 
the D.B.S.C.. was held in the clubhouse of 
the former. Dr. W. M. A. Wright, Com- 
modore, was present, but he elected that Mr. 

The 
attendance of .members was large and the 
spirit of the meeting very keen.

THURSDAY RACES. 

It was carried unanimously: “ That for 
the season 1937 marke for the ‘Carson’ and 
‘Innisfallen’ Cups shall be awarded in all 
races sailed by the class (21-Footers) on 
Thursday evenings and on evenings on which 
any of these races may be sailed.” 

The meaning of this is that Thursday 
evening races for this class now become official 
races of the club. Hitherto they did not 
possess such status, the theory being that the 
club was concerned solely with races sailed 
on Saturday afternoons. Now that the 
Thursday races of the 21-Footers have been 
‘* recognised’ officially the same favour may 
possibly be extended to the 17-Footers and 
the handicap class boats. 

THE HANDICAP YACHTS. 


The technical title for the handicap division 
will be altered this season. Hitherto the 
vachts which compose it have been known as 
‘unclassified boats.”’ Now they will be 
stvled the “No. 1 Class.” Up to this 
meeting all decked yachts (excent 21-Footers 
and 17-Footers) not exceeding 20 tons, the 
property of members, were eligible to come 
into this handicap class. For this year, 
however, the handicap division will be 
governed by the following resolution, which 
was carried unanimously :— 

“That, for the season 1937 this class shal] 
consist of deep keel boats, decked or par- 
tially decked, of not less than 18ft. L.W.L., 
and not less than 4 tons and not exceeding 
16 tons, T.M.” 

A lengthy and technical discussion pre- 
ceded the carrying of this resolution. The 
Commodore launched it; he pleaded for a re- 
vival of the No. 1 class, taking the out- 
classed 25-Footers as units and grouping 
around them such yachts as could sail with 
them on a fair handicap basis. It was 
pointed out, however, that this might mean 
that the smaller yachts, like Mercia III., 
Bonita, and Alethea, even the new Tum- 
barel (now building) would be adversely 
affected. In the end the resolution, as given 
above, was carried, 

OTHER BUSINESS. 

It will be noticed that only yachts 18ft. 
and over L.W.L. are eligible for inclusion 
in the No. 1 Class. This limitation, there- 
fore, bars out yachts or sail boats of 17ft. 
L.W.L. ' On the agenda for this meeting 
there stood the item, ‘‘Proposed new class : 
17ft. centre-board boats,” but when this 
stage was reached there was nobody present 
to speak for them. The position was 
awkward, but the meeting felt it was power- 
less to do anything, and so the project of 
17ft. centre-board class remains still in the 
air, even if there are four boats in existence, 
and one more actually in process of construc- 
tion, 

On behalf of the Committee, the Chairman 
asked members to be punctilious this season 
in giving up—that is, dropping out of a race 
at once—when a major fault, such as fouling 
a mark has been committed. 

The desire of the meeting that a greater 
variety in courses should be considered by 
the Committee was made plain by speeches 
from the representatives of classes, and it is 
possible that port and starboard courses (de- 
endent upon the direction of the wind) will 
introduced this year. It was announced 
that a permanent mark will be placed off 
Bullock this summer,

Mr. and Mrs. Richard 
ae (both aged 59,; Mr, Fred Spencer 
(45); husband of Mrs. Ellen Spencer; and 
his baby, Joan (aged 6 months), were saved. 

The fire broke out in the kitchen, and 
spread rapidly.
